By a vote of 1945 to 257. the 
Cooks, Waiters, Waitresses and 
Cooks’ Helpers’ unions have voted to 
go on strike unless granted an eight 
hour day by the San Francisco Res- 
taurant Men’s Association. By a 
vote of 1685 to 246 the same  or- 
ganizations voted to reject the com- 
promise proposed by the association, 
which offered the employes a nina 
hour day at prevailing wages. 


No strike will be attempted with 
out the sanction of the San Fran- 
cisco Labor Council, the members of 
which are reported divided in their 
attitude on the demands of the cooks 
and waiters. 

The culinary workers involved are 
employes in cafes, restaurants and 
cafeteries who are members of the 
Cooks’ Union No. 14; Cooks’ Help- 
ers’ Union No. 110, Waiters’ Union 
No. 30 and Waitresses’ Union No. 
149.
